Teachers’ Alliance: 

Good Suggestions 

A meting of the Chauvin Local of 
the Alberta Teachers’ Alliance was 
held at the residence of Mr. and Mrs. 
Laws on Saturday evening, Oct. 2nd. 

After the regular business for the 
day had been discussed, an interest¬ 
ing point for the promotion of better 
educational standards for the country 
as a whole was introduced by Mrs. 
Cr. Saul. Prolonged discussion fol¬ 
lowed with the result that the follow¬ 
ing was made for the consideration of 
the annual convention of the Alberta 
Teachers’ Alliance: 

“That the School Attendance Act be 
so revised tb compel children to at¬ 
tend school until they have passed 
Grade Eight, irrespective of age, un¬ 
less they are mentally deficient.” 

The coming spelling ifiatch between 
the Edgerton and Chauvin schools 
aroused much interest and a sugges¬ 
tion was made that spelling matches 
hould receive more encouragement, 
nmi-er teague should be formed 
taking- in all the schools within the 
municipality. Shields should be do¬ 
nated for both High school grades 
and Public schools. The spelling 

should be judged on the basis of 75 
per cent written and 25 pier cent oral. 
Matches should be held at the school 
holding the shield within distance 
limit o£ 20 miles, over that distance a 
central point should be fixed for the 
holding of the matches. It was sug¬ 
gested further that the affairs of the 
spelling league be placed in the hands 
.of an executive of three, one from the 
Chauvin Local of the Alberta Teach¬ 
ers’ Alliance and the other two from 
the school boards within the league. 

The members of the Alliance would 
be very pleased to hear the opinions 
of local people in regard to the advis¬ 
ability of forming the Spelling League, 
and any further suggestions would be 
gratefuly received.

There is little 
reason why we prairie people should 
continue to import such huge quan 
tities of vegetables from British Col¬ 
umbia and from yet further afield— 
the Pacific States, Washington, Ore¬ 
gon and California. 

Moffatt has proven the value of in¬ 
tensive farming this year for in addi¬ 
tion to this wealth from three acres 
he has threshed out 1000 bushels of 
wheat and 1500 bushels of the finest 
oats from 57 acres. 

He has yet 25 acres more to thresh 
—a total of only 85 acres of land in 
crop this year.

of the Airlie The Alberta Liquor Export Act was 


the target for verbal exceoriations and 
not a little ridicule when the case of 
Rex vs. Bulmer came up for appeal 
in the appellate division of the su¬ 
preme court of Alberta last Friday 
morning. The case simmers down to 
an attack on the* validity of this meas¬ 
ure and ^he power granted to the 
atorney general to say who shall and 
who shall not conduct a * wholesale 
liquor business for the purpose of ex¬ 
porting liquor from the province. 

The case is in the nature of a test 
afair, with a fair posibility of the 
whole act being declared ultra vires, 
and of such importance tliait Chief 
Justice Harvey has ordered an extra 
member to sit in the court en banc 
to avoid any posibility of a repetition 
of the famous Gold Seal vs Dominion 
Express company case where the four 
members of the court divided evenly 
In accordance with the desire to 
avoid a split M r - Justice Hyndman 
has been added to the court, sitting 
with Cheif Justice Harvey and Mr. 
Justice Stuart, Beck and Ives. 

May Go To England 

In any case whatever may be the 
decision an appeal is certain to be 
carried to the supreme court of 
Canada while, it has been hinted that 
both sides are prepared to carry the 
case to the privy council for a final 
decision, H. H. Parlee, K.C. appear¬ 
ing for tine aifdrney~%=eTterri!ti : a^ 
ment asked that in the. event of their 
lordships seeing fit to quash the mag 1 - 
istrates’ conviction that leave be grant 
ed to carry the case to Ottawa. 

The Liquor Export act was harshly 
criticized by C. C. McCaul K.C. who 
appeared for the appellant Bulmer 

Section 5A of the act was a par¬ 
ticular point of attack on the part of 
counsel for the appellant. This sec¬ 
tion sets forth that the lieutenant- 
governor-in-council may, so far as it 
is within the jurisdiction of the pro¬ 
vincial legislature, pass certain regu¬ 
lations setting forth the kind of pre- 
% 

mises on which a liquor export busi¬ 
ness may be conducted 

/ 

Says Act Is Ridiculous 

“The words ‘so far as it is within the 
jurisdiction of the provincial legisla¬ 
ture’,” said Mr McCaul, “are an ab¬ 
surdity, merely surfaceage and indica¬ 
tive of the ignorance of the person 
who drafted the act. No law student 
with two months’ experience *would 
put such a ridiculous thijng in an act 
of parliament” 

In the test case at present being 
passed upon ^>y the appeal’s court the 
appellant, G. W. Bulmer, made appli¬ 
cation in July to start a. liquor export] 
busines in the town of Chauvin. He 
understood that everything was in or¬ 
der and that his ware house came 
within the law. *A constable,inspected,] 
the premises, and the appellant then 
i proceeded to ship in liquor for stor¬ 
age in his warehouse. 

Permit Was Refused 

Subsequently the atorney general 
refused to grant the necessary permit 
provincial liquor officials » swooped 
down on the premises, and the ware¬ 
house placed under lock and key, vhth 
the keys resting in the pocket of In - ] 
spector Hodgkins, of the provincial li¬ 
quor department. It* is understood 
that something like $35,000 worth of 
liquor is included in the seizure. Bui 
mer - was brought before Magistral!.'I 
Mcleod in the provincial police out:»■ ■ j 
and fined $100 and costs on a • • 1 • :.

When the liquor export act w-:| 


amended a few months ago, amend¬ 
ment section 5a gave the lieutenant- 
governor in council the right to pass 
regulations with respect to all matters 
pertaining to the export liquor busi¬ 
nes. These regulations were passed, 
Imaking it necessary to obtain a* permi 
from the attorney general before en¬ 
gaging in business. The contention of 
the appellant is that the act is ultra 
vires, and that file effect of the de¬ 
cision in the Gold Seal vs Dominion 
Express company case was to make 
the entire act unconstitutional and iiv- 
valid. 

Claims Authority Exceded 

The principal grounds for appeal, 
even if section 5a has not been ren¬ 
dered invalid by the decision in the 
Gold Seal case, are that the lieuten¬ 
ant governor in council has no right 
to give the attorney general the power 
to grant permits. ; 

A summary of the section of the 
act around which the dispute revolves 
reads as follows:— “The lientenant- 
governor in council is authorized to 
make regulations regarding the pre¬ 
mises in which liquor shall be kept for 
export purposes, for the inspection of 
the said premises and the liquor kept 
therein, and providing for the regis¬ 
tration of all persons carrying on such 
export business and for returns by all 
such persons of liquor received, sold 
and on hand, such regulations, to be 
published in the Alberta Gazette, and 
upon -^publicajtion to have the "same" 
effect as the provisions of this act. 

iciautrrf»r»;-^ 

Approve Of Premises 

. .In accordance with the authority de¬ 
legated to him by the section of the 
act quoted above, the lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor in council issued the following 
regulation which was published in the 
Alberta Gazette under date of July 
■19* “No-person within the province 
of Alberta other than a brewer or 
manufacturer of liquor duly licensed 
by the Dominion of Canada, shall re¬ 
ceive, sell or have on hand any liquor 
for export business in the province of 
Alberta unless and until the attorney- 
general of the province of Alberta ap¬ 
proves fof the premises in which the 
said liquor is received, sold or had on 
hand.” 

After the passing of the 1920 amend¬ 
ment the special regulations by 

the lieutenant governor in council, the 
attorney general took the stand that 
he would not permit any concerns that 
were not in business before the pass¬ 
ing of the amendment to conduct an 
export business within the province 
and acordingly the application of the 
appellant was refused. 


Cite Calgary Case 

In the Gold Seal case at Calgary 
in which certain sections of the Ex¬ 
port Liquor act were declared ultra 
vires, Chi^f Justice Harvey and Chief 
Justice Stuart declared in faVor of the 
act, while Mr Justices Beck and Ives 
stood out against the act. Mr Justice 
Hyndman was called in to break the 
deadlock and declared in his opinion 
Uie act, or certain sections of if, were 
unconstitutional. 

The lawyers on the case concluded 
their agrument shortly before noon 
on Thursday and the cMirt reserved 
judgement. It is expected that a 
decision will be handed dowr^ during 
■ he course of the next few days.

THE ETERNAL NAME 

By REV. MILLAR, Chauvin 

Is. 3: 13, 14, And Moses said unto 
“Behold, when I come unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and shall say unto 
them, The God of your fathers hath 
sent me unto you; and they say unto 
me. What is his name? what shall I 
say unto them?’’ and God said unto 
Moses. I AM THAT I AM: and he 
said, Thus shalt thou say unto the 
children of Israel, I AM hath sent me 
uitfo you. 

A new - day was dawning for the 
Israelites, the era of independance as 
a nation.

With the exception of railway em¬ 
ployees and C.P.R. shareholders 
everyone expresses strong hesentment 
over the decision of the Board of Rail¬ 
way Commissioners granting increase 
in freight rates in Western CanaMa 
and 40 per cent increase in the east. 
In spite of protests there is not much 
doubt but that the increases will stand 
and the Canadian people will dig up a 
hundred million extra dollars that will 
be collected under the new rate and 
other millions that, as a result of the 
higher freight cost, will be added to 
the price of everything used by the 
long suffering ultimote consumer. 
Freight rates are up 35 per cent until 
December 31st and then drop back to

cent and after the end of the year the 
increase will be 10 per cent. The to¬ 
tal increase will amount to about $25 
per year for every man, woman and 
child in the Dominion. Incidentally, 
however, a few hundred thousand 
railway employees will benefit through 
wage increases and the ten per cent 
dividend to C.P.R. shareholders will 
be paid, all without digging into the 
cash preserves of that great corpor¬ 
ation. Incidentally, too, a good many 
people are beginning to wonder 
whether railway commissions and the 
^oards of one kind and another that 
have been formed of recent years in 
this country, ostensibly to look after 
the people’s interests in arranging 
rates with corporations selling public 
service, are not giving the public the 
worst of it and showing more concern 
for the interests of the corporation 
than for the rights of the public. 

This decision in freight rates is an 
example. It was apparent from the 
start that the railways were certain 
to receive a substantial increase in 
rates. The commissioners were very 
solicitous for the interests of the car¬ 
riers and hurried through the hearing 
of the case in short order. They 
claim to have earnestly considered all 
the facts and circumstances, with the 

result nofcetd: the rn Hyrr, . ■ 

practisally everything they.asked for; 
the public’s sidb of the case was found 
to have nothing in it. This kind of 
thing has been occurring so often of 
late that people have mighty little 
confidence in any official board in¬ 
vestigating conditions where public 
interests clash with those of the cor¬ 
porations. Possibly that is what the 
public is for—to get it in the neck. 
At any rate that is where and how 
f he public is catching it these times. 

The increased freight rates will be 
chiefly paid by the farmers. They 
will have to pay it on what they sell 
an c i iy»on what they buy; will pay it 
directly and indirectly; directly upon 
anything they ship or receive; indir¬ 
ectly in the advanced price that will 
be put on every commodity as a re¬ 
sult of the increase. For an increase 
in freight rates, like an increase in 
customs tarriff, mounts upward as it 
is passed from hand to hand a^l the 
last man in the line pays the whole 
shot, the freight increase itself, as 
well as all the additional increases 
that sincere grabbers all along the 
line are able to add to the prices of 
the commodity using the freight in¬ 
crease as the excuse for their action 

The increase will hit the farmer 
pretty hard on this year’s crop, since 
the bulk of it will be marketed before 
the end of the year and, anyway, the 
extra freight will be 30 per cent after 
that. It is the logical time all right 
,to give effect to the freight increases, 
from the railways* point of view. Ten 
per cent will be paid hereafter as be¬ 
fore on the stock of the C.P.R. The 
shareholders have got what they went 
after, ten per cent on the stock after 
all expense and depreciation is writ¬ 
ten off and the security of the busi¬ 
ness asured- employees will get theirs 
—that is a good living wage. How
